tary of State Hughes had officially 
informed France, thru the

reparations 


conference insisted upon by Premier 
Poincare. 


The allied powers are greatly de- 


sirous of bringing about a discus- 
sion ot their war debts to the United 
States in the proposed reparations 
conference. They have sought to 
bring this question to the fore for j 
years. 


In the secret 
conversation now 


going on. an attempt is being made 
to effect a "trade" of the French in- 
sistence upon limiting the scope of 
the reparations conference to secure 
the consent of the United States to 
a discussion of allied debts in the 
parley, observers here think. 


The United States government, it 


is understood from high authority, 
would never agree to any arrange- 
ment making the payment of the 
allied war debts of this country de- 
pendent in any way on the securing 
of reparations from Germany.
